RECEIPT OF BULLION. - 


j. All bullion deposited at, or purchased for and delivered at any of 
these institutions, shall be weighed by the Weigh Clerk in the presence 
of the denositor or his agent, and the weight shall be verified by the 
Register of Deposits, but if the bullion appears to be of less value than : . 
one hundred dollars, or so base as to be deemed unsuitable for the : 
operations of the Mint, it may be legally refused. 

The Weigh Clerk and Register will enter in their respective books 
the name of the depositor, number and date of each deposit, kind of i 
bullion, weight before melting, and if it can be ascertained, the State sia 
or country from whence it is derived; if the bullion consists of stamped 
“pars, the name of the Refinery, Smelting Works or Assay Office manu- 
facturing the same; and if of foreign coin, the country where it is coined 
will be stated, except where it is composed of mixed coins, in which case 
an estimate may be made of the coinage if reasonably. practicable ; if i Pe.

2. If the value of the bullion cannot be ascertained before melting, the

posit and the amount of charges shall be computed, and a detailed 
memorandum thereof be given to the depositor by the Superintendent 
or one of his clerks. 

The Superintendent shall, at the same time, give under his hand a 
certificate of the net value of the deposit, specifying the amount and .

The correctness of the certificate shall be verified by the Assayer, 
who shall countersign the same; and the necessary computations for 
the verification will be made in his: office or by a clerk under his con- 
trol. : 


12. The fineness reported by ‘the Assayer and the weight of the gold 
and silver contained in the deposit shall be entered by the Weigh Clerk 
and Register of Deposits in their respective books and furnished to the 
Melter and Refiner. 

The Melter and Refiner will weigh each deposit separately, and in 
order that discrepancies, if any, may be ascertained and corrected, after 
adding in the weights, returned by the Assayer will ascertain whether 
the weight of the gold and silver contained in the deposit agrees with 
the weight furnished him by the Superintendent. 


13. In every case of melting the depositor must have the benefit of 
the grains in the flux, which in éach case shall be separately ground 
and washed, and also the benctit of the scrapings of the crucible in 
which the deposit was melted.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the holder of any of the silver coins of the United States of | 
smaller denominations than one dollar, may, on presenta- 
tion of the same in sums of twenty dollars, or any multiple 
thereof, at the oflice of the Treasurer or any assistant treas- 
urer of the United States, receive therefur lawful money of 
the United States. 
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Src. 2. The Treasurer or any assistant treasurer of the 
United States who may receive any coins under the provis- 
ion of this act shall exchange the same in sums of twenty es 
dollars, or any multiple thereof, for lawful money of the. 
United States, on demand of any holder thereof.

words “for melting or refining bullion.”
